N e e d e d H ea lth In su ra n ce 
The U. S. public health service has just pub- ! 
lished the report of a nationwide survey of sanita­ 
tion needs, showing that 100 million Americans j 
need improved water supplies and waste disposal I 
facilities. 
These are req uired to reduce or elimi­ 
nate the danger of filth-borne diseases such as 
dy sentery , diarrhoea and ty phoid fever. 
However, 
at least 40 per cent of the needed facilities are 
found to be in at least the planning stage, showing 
that most of the populace appreciates the necessity 
for action. 
The survey shows that 85 millions 
of people are menaced in towns and cities, while 
rural residents in like situation number more than 
15 millions. 
These figures may be astonishing, 
but should not be. 
It was not until 1880, thirteen 
y ears after Nebraska became a state, that w ater­ 
works were installed in Omaha, then a city of 
25,000, with street cars, headq uarters of two rail­ 
roads and numerous wholesale houses. 
It was 
many 
y ears 
thereafter 
before 
sanitary 
sewers 
served the entire city . Other cities and towns soon 
followed Omaha and it is probable that no state is 
now in better situation than Nebraska in this re­ 
spect. 
But there is still plenty to be done. 
The 
survey report say s that this state needs w ater­ 
works, sewage works, garbage and refuse disposal 
and rural sanitation estimated to cost $72,989,000.

It was an uncomfortable afternoon for At­ 
torney -General Tom C. Clark in Washington re­ 
cently .

Mr. Lawrence in Washington

communist. If, on the other hand, 
Russia can woo and win them, 
Europe will definitely go com­ 
munist. 
During the war, the office of 
strategic services spent millions 
smuggling U. S. labor leaders be­ 
hind enemy lines to make contacts 
with German, Italian, Austrian, 
French. Norwegian labor leaders, 
thus undermining ax is politics and 
industry . In today ’s cold war the 
same thing is even more necessary 
but with not one cent being 
spent on it.

is found twice in the Sermon on 
the Mount. 
In the fifth chapter 
of Matthew, Jesus said:

danger o f hell fire ' 
In the seventh chapter of the 
same gospel Jesus say s: 
• He th at heareth these w o rds o f m ine 
and d o eth them no t la like a m o ro n who 
built h is ho use o n the sand ” 
A man would certainly be a 
moron (insane) who would build 
any kind of a house without a 
foundation. 
If this definition is 
right, then a scholar can be a 
moron. 
Leopold and Loeb, who 
killed a 14-y ear-old boy for the 
fun of it, were well educated! 
But they were morons, for they 
were stupid, wicked, impious, and 
haters of God. 
Saul of Tarsus 
(alias Paul) was a scholar; but he 
was a moron before his conver­ 
sion, for in persecuting the Chris­ 
tians he was stupid, wicked, im­ 
pious, and a hater of God and His 
Son. 
If this definition of mine is 
correct, then the world today is 
full of morons. 
Stupid, wicked, 
impious, and haters of God, al­ 
though plenty religious; for re­ 
ligion and piety are not sy nony ­ 
mous terms. 
So that all morons 
are not in the insane asy lums. 
There are plenty of them on the 
outside in all walks of life, both 
in high and low places.

Undoubtedly , the postal 
rates 
need a thorough overhauling. Like 
our archaic tax structure, they 
have “just growed.” 
Some in­ 
terests 
are favored, others are 
penalized. 
A 
careful

But meanwhile it is unfair to 
put a further penalty on the pub­ 
lishing business least capable of 
defending itself. 
Books, however 
they may sometimes be debased in 
the q uest for mass readership, are 
part of the honorable record of 
m an’s long struggle up from the 
primeval ooze.
